EXPLOSION OF A TUG. 
Three Men Several Weanded. 


Yesterday, at eleven o'clock a m., & most 
melancholy catastrophe occurred on board the 
tug Union,” resulting in the instant death 


several! others. 

At the time of the accident, the tug was in 
the act of towlog the bark 8. V. R. Watson 
out of the barbor, and when lu the channel, di- 
rectly opporite the South Pier, and under fall 
headway, her boiler suddenly exploded, de- 
molikhing the forward works, and killing 
Capt. Timothy Daily—who commanded the 
boat—Capt. Thos. S. Boyd, Harbor Master for 
this port, and Mr. Geo. W. Greerson, the fire- 
map, and badly wounding several others. 

At the moment of the explosion, Capt. 
Deily was standing at the wheel, and was 
blown into the water, at the same time receiv- 
ug such injuries as forbade him from making 
apy attempts to swim ashore. He tos'aatly 
sank to rise no more alive. Capt. Boyd was 
sitting on the bow of the boat, in company 
with Capt. Dall of the bark Advance and 
Capt. Harding of the firm of Harding & Hdl. 
Capt. Boyd shared a similar fate to that of 
Capt. Daily. Mr. Greersop, the fireman, was 
in the hold, and as the boat sank immealately 
after the expiosion, it le not known whether 
be was killed outright ordrowaed. His body 
will probably be recovered when the wreck a 
taleed. Capt. Dall'slojurics were severe. His 
shoulder-biade was broken, his face badly cut 
up. ai d bis bead and }.m bs cons.derably cruised. 
Cornelius Mahony, the lincsman, was cut on 
the head by a fying fragment. James Jard, 
the engineer, was in the engine room, aft of 
and abcut cleven feet distant from the bolier 
when the explosion took place. He escaped 
with a bruised ancle. Captain Jobo Prindi- 
ville had ieft the wheel not more than a min 
ue previcus, and bad walked to the stern. He 
escaped upburt, To other persons were on 
board, a cook and a caulker, both of whom es- 
ceped without injary. 

In a few seconds after the accident, the tug 
went down, and became entirciy gubmerged. 
The captains of the barques Lamberman aad 
E. C. L, and the tug J. S. Ramsey, promptly 
sent out their busts and picked up Captains 
Dali and Harding. Captain Prindivilie ro- 
mained stancing on the deck till the buat com- 
met ced sinking, and was then taken off. The 
others were alto immedimtely taken ashore 
and removed to their respective homes, where 
their wounds received due attention. 

The three men who lost their lives by this 
distreesing casualty, were each of them single 
men, though they have left near and dear rela- 
tives in this city to mourn their untimely 
death. Capt. Boyd had only held the position 
ol Harbor Master a tew months, but was well 
and favorably known to a large circle of busi- 
men, 

Efforts will to-day be made to raise the 
Wreck, and will probably be successful. If 
otherwise, a light will be placed there at 
night, and s signal flag by day, to warn ap- 

g craft. 

The Union’ was comperat vely a new 
tug, having been in use only two years. She 
was owned by Solomon Sturges, of this city. 
The cause of the sudden explosion seems en- 
veloped im mystezy. The engineer states that 
there was, at the time,a plentifal supply of 
water in the boiler, but is not positive as to 
the amount of pressure indicated by the steam 


gauge. 


FarAL Acctpgewt.—At half past four o'clock 
p. m. yesterdsy, an accident occurred on the 
dredge boat No. 5,“ owned by Martin Green, 
resulting in the death of Capt. Henry Stevens, 
who had charge of the craft, The boat was at 
work in the North Branch, near Rawson's dis- 
tillery, when suddenly the friction wheel 
burst, and a heavy piece of the iron struck 
Capt. Stevens in the chest, knocking him isto 
the river. He was soon taken out by his 
companions, but not until lite was extlact. 
Wau ther the blow inflicted by the flying mis 
sile was suilicient to produce death, aside 
from bis immersion in the water, we are un- 
able to state. Coroner James was summoned 
to hold an inquest, the result of which his 
not yet come to our knowledge. 

Stevens leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren, in this city, who by this untimely occur 
rence are deprived of a loved husband and 
father.
